He was not in a position to understand that 
most of those of both sides who talked to Mm lied, did not know what they were talking 
about or both. And I'm astounded that none of you noticed the difference between Jowers 
as the adsassin and as the man who Mred someone else to be the assassin, this one man 
x Jaiew when I was Hay's investigator and tfsed Mm as a very probative witness in the 
evidentiary hearing Hick Chriss covered for your paper. 

I write because the King assassination is another of the stories that is not going 
to go way, like the JFK assassination, and for the same reasons : the crimes were never 
really investigated officially and were never intended to be and the people understand 
this, continue to care (at least in the JFK assassination on which my mail is heavy) 
and trust the media and the government less because they know neither told them the truth 



or made any real effort to. 

There is one and only one body of Mng ssassination evidence tested in our tradi- 
tional way, under oath and subject to cross-examination. That was at the evidentiary 
hearin • Chriss covered, with preconceptions visible, perhaps Ms own belief, perhaps 
what he believed was wanted of him. 1 have the transcript of those two seeks 0 ^ hearings 
and when .1 an no longer al^le to make them and all my work on the JFK assassination 
available to others they will be a permanent free arcMve at local ^ood College. 

I know Pepper and I do not believe he lias a chance with what he is up to and lias 

been doing. I made all 1 had available to him, provided a student to do the searching for 

him and the use of our copier, and he never had any interest in the body of the crime. 

So while x have no doubt that f^ay is innocent, I also do not expect him to walk.

And on what 
was before Mm he hold in contradiction to all the evidence, to deny ^ay and^ trial and 
hi:; local pals and the federal government the embarrassment of Ray's inevitable 
acquittal.

Harrison falls into the characteristic misuse of the media and the government in 
referring to all who do not agree with the official"solutions" as conspiracy theorists. 
Thee fire are some of us who deal with fact only. There is no single theory in any of my 

eight published books. Tliat on the long assassination, originally published by a Dut- 

ton subsidiary, was reprinted last year as a quality paperback. It was originally titled 
Fraejm-Up. As h a rtin Luther King: the Assassination I understand it is now being remain- 
dered. That one comes entirely from the public domain. There is but a single errorin it, 

one x believe I picked up from a news story. 1 aaid the flophouse office was on the 

first floor. Xt was on the second. Hot another error in it, either, was, after all, 
tested under cross-examination to the degree it was in the evidence 1 prepared for the 
lawyers to use. 

So, you may want to know that there is this body of tested evidence that does deal 
with the nuts and bolts, not theories, and that the State couj-d^f not and did not refute 
any of it. One tiling it proves is that Ray was not at the scene of th^ferime at the time 
of the crime.
